And it is oꝛdatned and enacted by the authoꝛitie afozefaid, that all and 
every Juſtices of Dper and Determiner, oꝛ Juſtices of Aſſiſe, ſhall have 
kuli power andauthozttie in every of their open and generall Seſſtons, 
to enquire, hear,and determine, all, and all manner of offences that ſbail 
be committed 02 done contrary to any article contained in this pzeſent 
Act, within thelimits ofthe Commiſſion to them directed, and to make 
pꝛoceſſe toz the execution of the ſame , as they may do againſt any perſon 
being indicted befozethem of treſpaſſe,oz lawfully convicted thereof, 
Pꝛovided alwayes and be it enacted by the authozity afozeſaid, that 
all andevery Archbiſhop and btſhop,ſball and may at all time and times

2 Lthough it cannot be unknown 
A to Dur Subjects by the fozmer Declaratt- 

ons Wee have publiſhed, what our purpo⸗ 
ſes and pꝛoceedings have been in matters 
> of Religion ünte Our coming to this 
a Crown: Bet the ſame being now by Us 
reduced to a ſetled Fozm, Wee have occaſion to repeat 
ſomewhat of that which hath paſſed : And now at Our 
very firſt entry into the Bealm , being entertained and 
impoꝛtuned with info:mations of ſundzy Miniſters, tom⸗ 
plaining of the errours and imperfections of the Church 
here,aſwel in matter of Doctrine, as of Diſcipline: Although 
Wee had no reaſon to pꝛeſume that things were ſo farre a- 
miſſe, as was pꝛetended, becauſe We had ſeen the Kingdom 
under that Foꝛm of Religion which by Law was eſtabliſh- 
ed in the dayes of the late Queen of famous memoꝛie. 
bleſſed with aPeace and Pzoſperity, both extraozdinary 
and of many yeers 2 8 a ſtrong evidence that 


God 
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God was therewith well pleaſed, ) Yet becauſe the impoꝛ⸗ 
tunitie of the Complainers was great, their affirmations 
vehement, and the zeal wherewith the ſame did ſeem to 
be accompanied, very ſpetious: Wee were moved thereby to 
make it Pur occaſion to dtſcharge that duety which is the 
chiefeſt of all Kingly dueties, That is, to lettle the affairs 
of Religion, and the Service of God befoze their own. 
Which while Wee were in hand to do, as the contagion of 
the ſickneſſe reigning in Our Citie of London, and other pla⸗ 
ces, would permit an aſſembly of perſons meet foꝛ that pur- 
pole; Some of thoſe who miſliked the ſtate of Religion here 
eſtabliſhed, pzeſuming moze of Our intents then ever Wee 
gave themcaufe todo, and tranſpozted with humour, be- 
gan ſuch pꝛoteedings, as did rather raiſe a ſcandall in the 
Church, then take offence away. Foꝛ both they uſed Foꝛms 
of publike ſerving of God not here allowed, hetd Aſſemblies 
without authoꝛity, and did other things carying a very ap- 
parent ſhew of Sedition, moꝛe then of Zeal: whom Wee 
reſtrained by a fozmer Pꝛotlamation in the moneth of Octo⸗ 
ber laſt, and gave intimation ofthe Conference Wee intended 
to be had with as much ſpeed as conventently could bee, fo 
the oꝛdering olthoſe things of the Church, which accozding- 
ly followed in the moneth of January laſt at Dur Honour 
of Hampton Court, Where befoze Our ſelf, and Our P2ivtie 
Councell , were aſſembled many of the graveſt Biſhops and 
Pꝛelats of theRealm, and many other learned men, aſwell 
of thole that are confozmable to the State ofthe Church eſtas 
bliſhed, as of thoſe that diſſented, Among whom, what 
Our pains were, what Our pattence in hearing and reply⸗ 
ing, and what the indiffereucie and upzightnefſe of Our 
Judgement in determining, Wee leave tothe repo:t ofthoſe 
who heard the ſame, contenting Dur Self with the Sinte⸗ 
rity of Our own heart therein. But Wee cannot conceal, 
that the ſucceſſe of chat Conference was ſuch as happeneth 
to manp other things, which mo ving great erpectatio befoze 
they be entred into, in their illue pꝛoduce mall effects. Foz 
Wee found many and vehement Infoꝛmations, ſuppozted

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and Our Counſlell, that there was no tauſe why any change 
ſhould have been at all in that which was moſt impugned, 
the Book of Common pꝛaper, containing the fozm of the 
publike Service of God here eſtabliſhed, neither in the doc- 
trine Which appeared to bee lincere, noꝛ in the Foꝛms and 
Rites Which werejuſtifiedout of the pꝛattite ofthePximitive 
Church. Notwithſtanding, We thought meet, with conſent 
of the Biſhops, and other learned men there pꝛeſent, That 
ſome {mall things might rather be explained then changed, 
not that the ſame might not very well have been bozn with 
by men who would have made a reaſonable conſtruction of 
them:but foꝛ that in a matter concerning the Service of God 
We were nice,o2 rather jealous, that the publique form there- 
of ſhould be free, not onely from blame, but from ſuſpition, ſo 
as neither the common Adverſary ſhould have advantage to 
w2elk ought thertn contained, to other ſenle then the Church 
of England intendeth, noꝛ any troubleſome oꝛ ignoꝛant per⸗ 
ſon of this Church be able to take the leaſt occaſton of cavill 
againſt it: Aud foꝛ that purpoſe gave foꝛth Our Commilli- 
on under Our great Seal of England to the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury and others, atcoꝛding to the Foꝛm Which the 
Lawes of this Realm in like caſe pzeſcribe to bee uſed, to 
make the laid Explanation, and to cauſe the whole Book of 
Common pꝛaper, with the ſame Explanations, to be newly 
pꝛinted. Which being now done, and eſtabliſhed anew after 
lo ſerious a deliberation, although Me doubt not, but all Our 
Subjects, both Miniſters and others, will receive the lame 
with ſuch reverence as appertaineth, and confozm them⸗ 
ſel bes thereunto, every man in that which him concerneth : 
Pet have Wee thoughtit neceſſary, to make known by Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation Dur authozizing of the lame, And to require and 
enjoyn all men, aſwell Eccleſiaſticall as Tempoꝛall, to con- 
fozm themſelves unto it, and to the pꝛattite thereof, as the 
onely publique foꝛm of ſerving God, eſtabliſhed and allowed 
to be in this Realm. And the rather, fo2 that all the learned 
men, who were there pꝛelent, al well of p Biſhops as others, 
pꝛomiled their tonfoꝛmity in the pꝛattite of it, onely making 
uit to Us, that ſome few might be bozn with foꝛ a mm 
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wherekoze Wee require all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and all 
other publike Miniſters, aſwell Eccleſtaſticall as Ci vill, to do 
their duties incauling the lame to be obeyed , t in puniſhing 
the offenders attoꝛding to the Lawes of the Realm hereto⸗ 
foe eſtabliſhed, fo2 the authoziz3ing of the laid Book of 
Common pꝛaper. And Wee think it allo neceſſary, that the 
ſaidArchbiſhops,andBiſhops, do each of them in his Pꝛo⸗ 
vince and Dioteſſe take ozder , That every Pariſh do pꝛocure 
tothemſelves, within luch time as they ſhall think good to 
limit, one of the ſaid Books ſo explained. Andlalt of all. Wee 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereafter they ſhall not erpect, 
noꝛ attempt any further alteration in the Common c Pub⸗ 
lique fozm of Gods Serbite, from this which is now eſta- 
bliſhed, koꝛ that neither will Me give way to any to pꝛeſume, 
that Our own Judgement Having determined ina matter 
of this weight, hall beſwayed to alteration by the frivolous 
ſuggeſtions of any light ſpirit: neither are Wee ignoꝛant of 
the inconveniences that do ariſe in government, by admit- 
ting innovation in things once ſetled bymature deliberation: 
And how neceſſary it is to ule tonſtantie in the upholding of 
the publique determinations of States, foꝛ that luch is the 
unquietneſſe and unſtedkaſtneſſe of ſome diſpoſitions, affect- 
ing every yeer new foꝛms of things, as if they ſhould bee 
followed in their unconſtancie, would make all actions of 
States ridicuious and contemptible : whereas the ltedfaſt 


maintaining of things by good advice eſtabliſhed, is the 
weal of all ommonwealths.

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«THE PREFACE. 


Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well 
| deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed , which in continuance 
| of time hath not been corrupted: as among other 
things, it may plainly appear by the Common 
Prayers in the Church, commonly called Divine 
Service. The firſt originall and ground whereof, if 
a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, hee 
| [hall finde that the ſame was not ordained but of a 
good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of god- 
lineſſe. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the

books, as in times paſt they have been, 


tion of the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof. 


unto the Archbiſhop. 


Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered , here is ſet forth ſuch an order, 
whereby the ſame {hall be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, hereis 
drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe , which is plain & eaſie to be underſtond, 
wherein ( ſo much as may be) the reading of the holy Scripture is ſo ſer forth, 
that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one piece from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as 
did break the continnall courſe of the reading of the Scripture. Vet becauſe there 
is no remedy, but that ot neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certain 
rules are ſet forth, which as they be fewin number, ſo they bee plain and eaſie 
to be underſtood. So that here you have an order for prayer / as touching the read- 
ing of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers , and a great deal more profitable and commodious then that which ot late 
was vſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof 
ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is or- 
daincd to be read, but the very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and that in ſucha language and order, as is 
moſt caſie and plain for che underſtanding both of the readers and hearers. Iris 
alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſſe thereof, and for the plainneſſe of 
the order, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the 
Curates ſhall need none other books for their publike ſervice, but this booke and 
the Bible. By the means whereof, the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges for 


And where herctofore there hath been great diverſitie in ſaying, and ſinging in 
churches within this realm, ſome following Salisbury uſe, ſome Hereford uſe, and 
ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincoln: Now from hence- 
forth all the whole realm ſhall have but one uſe. And if any will judge this way 
more painfull, becauſe that all things muſt be read upon the book; whereas before 
by the reaſon of ſo often repetition they could ſay many things by heart: if thoſe 
men will weigh their labour , with the profit and knowledge which daily they 
{hall obtain by reading upon the book, they will not refuſe the pain, in conlidera» 


And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſo plainly ſer forth , but doubts may 
ariſe in the uſe and practiſing of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any 
ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the maner how to under- 
ſtand , do, and cxecuce the things contained in this book: The parties that ſo 
doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway teſort to the biſhop of the dioceſſe, 

who by his diſcrction thall take order for the quicting and appeaſing of the 

ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not eontrary to any thin 
in this book. And if che biſhop of the dioceſſe bein 
then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof 
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A Hough it be appointed in the afore- written Pre. 
ce, that all things ſhall be read and ſung in the 
Se) PE Churchin the Engliſh tongue, to the end that the 
Ez Congreeation may be thereby edified : yet it n not 
meant , but when men ſay Morning and Evening prayer pri- 
varely,they may ſay the ſame in any language that they them- 
felves doe under ſtand. 


eAnd all Priefls and Deacons ſhall bee bound toſay dar 
the Morning and Evening prayer, either privately or openly, 
except they be let by Preaching, ſindying of Divinity, or ſome 


other urgent cauſe. 


And the Curate that miniſtreth in every Pariſh-Church 
or Chappell, being at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably 
letted, ſhallſay the ſame in the Pariſh-( burch or Chappell 
where he miniſtretb, and ſhalltoll a Bellthereto, a convenient 
time before be begin, that ſuch as be diſpoſed; may come to hear 
Gods Wi ord, and to pray with bim.

F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and habe had 
their beginning by the inſtitution ol man: ſome at the ſirſt 
were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, & yet at length 
turned to vanity and ſuperſtition : ſome entred into the 
> Church byundifcreet devotion, and ſuch a zeale as was 


ſome thinke it a great matter ofconſctence , to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtomes, and a» 
gaine on the other lide,ſome be ſo newfangled, that they would innovate 
all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but that is 
new:it was thought expedtent,not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe 
and ſatiſfle either oftheſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and pzofit them 
both, And pet leſt any man ſhould be offended , whom good reaſon might 
ſatiſfte,here be certaine cauſes rendzed,why ſome ofthe accuſtomed Cere- 
montes be put away,and ſome retained and kept fill, 

Some are put away, becauſe the great erceſſe and multitude of them 
hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter dayes, that the burthen of them was in- 
tolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were 
growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chziſtian people was in 
Wozle caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jewes. And he coun⸗ 
ſeated that ſuch yokeand burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would 
ſer be quietl to doe it. *

But what would ſaint Auguſtine Have ſatd, if he had ſeen the ceremo- 
nies of late dayes uſedamong us: whereunto the multitude uſed in his 
time was not to be compared?” This our exceſſive multitude of ceremo⸗ 
nies was ſo great and many of them ſo dark, that they did moze cons 
found and darken, then declare and ſet foꝛth Chziſts benefits untous, 

And belides this, Chzilts goſpel is not a ccremontalllaw (as much of 
Moſeslaw was) but it is a religion to ſerve God; not in bondage ot the 
figure 02 ſhadow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit, being content only with 
thoſe ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent ozder, and godly diſcipline, 
and ſuch as be apt to ſtix up the dull minde of man tothe remembzance 
of his duty to God, by ſome notable aud ſpectall gnification, wherby he 
might be edified, | * 

Furthermoze, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abolichment of certain ces 
remonics-was, that they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtiti⸗ 
dus blindnelle of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable 
avarice of ſuch as ſought moze their own lucre, then the glozy of God, 
that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining (ll, 


But now as concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will be of- 


tended, fo2 that ſome of the old ceremonies are retained ſill; if they 
conſider, that without ſome ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep anꝝ oꝛ⸗ 
der, oꝛ quiet diſcipline in the church, they ſhall eaſily perceivejult cauſe to 
rekozm their judgements. And il they think much that any of the old do 
remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew : then ſuch men grant⸗ 
ing ſome ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be 
welluſed, there they cannot reſonably repꝛove the old, only foz their age, 
without bewzaytng of their own folly. Fox inſucha caſe they ought ra⸗ 
ther to have reverence unto them foꝛ their antiquity , ił they will declare 
themſelves to be moꝛe ſtudious ot unity and concozd , then bf innovati⸗ 
ons and newtangleneſſe, which (as much as map be, with the true ſet⸗ 
ting foꝛth of Chꝛiſts religion) is al wayes to be eſchewed. Further moze, 
ſuch ſhall ha ve no juſt cauſe with the ceremonies reſerved to be offended; 
Foz as thoſe be taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden 
mens conſciences without any cauſe; ſo the other that remain are re= 
tained fo2 a diſtipline and ozder, which /upon juſt cauſes)may be altered 
and changed, and therefoze are not to be eſteemed equall with Gods law; 
Andmozeover, they be neither dark noz dumb ceremontes, but are ſo ſet 
fozth that every man may underftand what they do mean, and to what 
ute they do ſerve. So that it is not like, that they in time to come, ſhould 
be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no 
other nations. noꝛ pꝛeſcribe any thing, but to our own people only, Fox 
we think it conventent, that every countrey ſhould uſe ſuch ceremonies, 
as they ſball think beſt tothe ſetting fozth of Gods honour and glozy,and 
tothereducing of the people to a moſt perfect andgodly living, without 
errour oꝛ ſuperſtition: And that they ſhould put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed,as in mens oz 
dinances it often chanceth diverfly, in divers countreys, Th 
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preſsing the order of Pſalms to be ſaid at 


Morning and Evening prayer thorowout the 


yeer, except certain proper feaſts, as the rules follow- 
ing more plainly declare. 


HE Pſalter ſhall be readthorow once every moneth. 
— And becauſe that ſome moneths be longer then 
el ſome other be, it is thought good to make themeven

Now to know what Pſalms ſhall be read every day: Look in the Kalender the 
number that is appointed for the Pſalms, and then finde the ſame number in this 
Table, and upon that number you ſhall ſee what Pſalms ſhall be ſaid at Morning 
and Evening prayer. 

And where the Cxix Pſalm is divided into xxii. r is overlong to be 
read at one time: it is ſo ordered, that at one time {hall not be read above four or

Jeſus laid unto 
him, Uerily Jſay unto thee , that in this ſame night befoze 
the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. Peter laid unto 
him, Nea, though I ſhould die with thee,yet will J not deny 
thee. Likewiſe allo ſaid all the diſciples. Then came Yeſus 
with them unto a farm place (Which is called Gerhſemane ) 
and laid unto the diſciples , Dit ye here while J go and pꝛa 
ponder. And he took with him Peter and the two ſonnes o 
=Zebedee , and began to wax ſozrowfull and heavy. Then 
ſaid Jeſus unto them, My ſoul is heavy even unto the 
death:tarry 22 „ watch with me.

twelve legions of angels: But How then ſhall the ſcri- 

tures be fulfilled : Foz thus it muſt be. In that ſame hour 

id Jelus to the multitude, Ye be come out as it were to a 
thiet, with lwoꝛds and ſtaves foz to take me. J ſate dayly 
with vou teaching in the temple, and pe took me not. Wut 
all this was done, that theſcriptures of the pꝛophets might 
be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples foꝛſook him, and fled. And 
they took Jeſus, and led him to Caiaphas the high peſt; 
where the {cribes and the elders were aſſembled, But Pe- 
ter followed him afar off unto the high pꝛieſts palace , and 
went in and late with theſervants to ſee the end. The chief 
pꝛieſts and elders, and all the councill ſought falſe wit- 
neſſe againſt Jeſus, toꝛ to put him to death, but found none:

And the 
thiefpzieſt anſwered and ſaid unto him, J charge thee by 
theliving God, that thou tell us whether thoube Chꝛiſt the 
Donne of God, Yeſusſaiduntohim, Thou haſt ſaid, Nes 
vertheleſſe J ſay unto vou, Hereafter ſhall ve ſee the Donne 
of man litting on the right hand of power, and coming 
in the clouds of the ſkie. Then the high pꝛieſt rent his 
clothes, ſaying, He hath ſpoken blaſphemy , what need we 
of any moꝛe witneſſes: Behold , now ye have heard his 
blaſphemy, what thinkye: They anſwered and ſaid, ve 
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is woꝛthy to die. Then did they ſpit in his fate, and bulfettey 
bim with fiſts. Aud other (mote him on the fate with the 
palm of their hands, ſaying, Tell us thou Chziſt, who is he 
that ſmote thee: Peter ſate without in the tourt, and a da- 
moſell tame to him, ſaying, Thou alſo waſt with Jelus of 
Galilee. But he denied betoze themall, ſaying, Þ wot not 
what thou ſayeſt. When he was gone out into the poꝛch, an- 
other wench law him, and ſaid unto them that were there, 
This fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. And 
again he denied with an oath, ſaying, J do not know the 
man. After a while came unto him they that ſtood by, and 
ſaid unto Peter, Surely thouart even oneofthem , fo2 thy 
ſpeech bewꝛayeth thee. Then began he to curſe and to wear 
that he knew not the man. And immediatly thecock crew. 
And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd of Peſus, which ſaid unto 
him , Befoze the cock: crow, thou ſhalt deny me thute: 
and he went out and wept bitterly. When the moꝛning was 
tome, all the chief pꝛieſts and elders of the people held a 
councill againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and bzought him 
bound, and del vered him unto Pontius Pilate the deputy, 
Then Judas which had betrayed him ( ſeeing that he was 
condemned)repentedhimſelf, and bzoughtagain the thirty 
plates of fil ver to the chief paieſts and elders, ſaying, J 
have ſinned, betraping the tanocent blood.

And they late and watched him there, and ſet up over his 
headthecauſe of his death witten, This is Jeſus the King of the 
Jews.

Jelus, when he had tried again with a loud 
voice, veelded up the ghoſt, And behold , the Uail of the 
Lemplt did rent in two parts from the top tothe bottom, 
andthe earth did quake, and the tones rent, and graves did 
open, and many bodtes of Saints whirhflept, arole, and 
went out ofthe graves after his reſurrection , and came into 
the holy Citie, and appeared unto many.

And he tame the 
third time, and ſaid to them, Sleep hentefoꝛth, and take 
your eaſe : it is enough. The hour is tome, behold, the Son 
dt man is betrayed into the hands ok ſinners, Niſe up, let us 
n | go:1o, he that betrayeth me is at hand, And immedtatly 

while he yet ſpake , cometh Judas (which was one of the 
twelve)and with him a great number of people with ſwozds 
and ſtaves, from the high pꝛeſts, and ſcribes, and elders. 
Andhethatbetrayedhim, had given them a generall token, 
ſaying, Whomſoever J do kiſſe, the ſame is he, take and 
lead him away warily. And aſſoon as he was tome, he 
goeth ltraightway to him, and ſaith unto him, Maſter, Ma⸗ 
ſter, and kiſſed him. And they laid their hands on him, and 
took him. And one of them that ſtood by, dzew out aſwozd, 
and ſmote a ſervant of the high pꝛieſts, and cut off his ear. 
And Peſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, Ye be come out 
as unto a thief with \wozds and ſtaves, foz to take me: 
J was dayly with you tn the temple teaching, and ye 
took me not: but thele things come to paſſe , that the 
ſcriptures ſhould be fulfilled. And they all foꝛſook him, 
and ran away. And there followed him a certain young 
man clothed in linen upon the bare, and the young men 
ied taught him, and he left his inen garment, and fled from 
chem naked. And they led Yeſus away to the high pꝛieſt of 
nes Fall, and with him came allthe high peſts, andthe elders, 
ny, Fandtheſcribes. And Peter followed him a great way off, 
th: (even till he was come into = palace of the high pileſt) 
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and he ſate with the ſervants, and warmed himſelf at the 


fire. And the high pꝛieſts and all che tountell ſought foꝛ wit- 
neſſe againſt Jelus, to put him to death, and kound none: foz 
many bare falſe witneſſe againſt him, but their witneſſes a 
greed not together. And there arole certain, and bꝛought 
_ falſe witneſſe againſt him, ſaying, We heard him lap, J will 
deſtroy this temple that is made with hands, and within 
thꝛee dayes J will build another made without hands. Wut 
et their witnelſes agreed not together. Andthe high peſt 
od up among them, andaſked Jelus, ſaying, Anlwereſt 
thou nothing? how is it that theſe bear witnes againſt thee: 
But he held his peate, and anſwered nothing. Again the high 
pꝛieſt aſked him, and ſaid unto him, Art thou Chalk the 
Sonne of the Bleſſed: And Jeſus ſaid, Jam: and ye ſhall 
ſee the Sonneofman ſittingon the right hand ofpower,and 
toming in the clouds of heaven. Then the high peſt rent 
his clothes, and ſald, hat need we any further Witneſſes, ye 
have heard blaſphemy, what think ye: And they all condem⸗ 
ned Him to be wozthy of death. And ſome began to ſpitat 
him, and to to ver his fate, and to beat him with fiſts, c to ſay 
unto him, Aread. And the ſervants bulfeted him onthe face 
And as Peter was beneath in the palace, there tame one of 
the wenches of the high pꝛieſt, and when ſhe law Peter 
warming h , (he looked on him, and ſaid, Walt not 
thou alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth: And he denied, ſaying, 
know him not, neither wot Þ what thou ſayeſt. Aud he 
went out into the poꝛch, and the cock crew. And adamlell 
(when ſhe law him) began again to ſay to them that ſtood 
„This is one of them. And he dented it again. And anon 
alter, they that ſtood by, ſaid again unto Peter, Surely 
thou art one of them, fo2 thou art of Galilee, and thy ſpeech 
agreeth thereto. But he began to curſeand to ſwear, ſaying, 
know not this man of whom ye ſpeak. And again the 
tock trew. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd that Jeſus had 
ſaid unto him, Befoꝛe the cock crowtWice, thou ſhalt dem 
methzee times: and he began to weep. 
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withdzaw my ſelf : but Þ offer my 
SY back unto the (miters, and my cheeks 
SN to the nippers. J turn not my face 
A from ſhame and ſpitting, and the Loꝛd

N leg not be confounded. abe hardened 
— my fate like a flint ſtone, foꝛ J am ſure 
that I hall not tome to tontuſion. He is at hand that juſti- 
fieth me : who will then go to law With me: Let us ſtand 
one againſt another. If there be any that will reaſon with 
me, let him come here fozth to me. 2Behold, the Lozd 
God ſtandeth by me: what is he then that can condemn 
me: Lo, they ſhall be like as an old cloth, the moth ſhall 
eat them up. Therefoze Wholo feareth the Loꝛd among 
you, let him hear the voice ol his ſervant, ushoſo walketh in 
darknes, and no light ſhineth upon him, let him put his truſt 
inthe Name ofthe Loꝛd, and hold him up by his God. But 
take heed, ye all Kindle a fire of the wꝛath of God, and ſtirup 
the coals.

aſked him again, ſaying, my 2 thounothing: Behold 
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how 
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how many things they lay to thy charge. Jeſus anſwered 
yet nothing, ſo that Pilatemarvelled. At that teaſt Pilate did 
deliver unto them a pziloner, whomlſoever theyWwoulddelire, 
And there was one that was named Barabbas , which lay 
bound with them that made inſurrection: he had committed 
murder. And the people talled unto him, and began to delire 
him that he would do accozding as he had ever done unto 
them. Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, Will ye that J let 
looſe unto you the king of the Jews Foz he knew that the 
high pꝛieſts had delivered him of en vy. But the high pꝛieſts 
movedthe people, that he ſhould rather deliver Barabbas 
unto them. Pilate anſwered again, and ſaid unto them, 
What will ye then that J do unto him, whom yecall the 
kingofthe Jews: Audthey cried again, Crucifie him. Pt- 
late ſaid unto them, What evillhath he done : And they tri⸗ 
ed the moꝛe fervently,Crucifie him. And ſo Pilate willing to 
content the people, let looſe Barabbas unto them, T deliver⸗ 
ed up Jeſus (when he had ſtourged him) foꝛto be crucified, 
And the louldiers led him away into the common hall, and 
called together the whole multitude, And they clothed him 
with purple, and they platted a crown of thozns, and 
crowned him withall, and began to ſalute him, Hail king of 
the Jews. And they ſmote him on the head with a reed, 
and did ſpit upon him, and bowed their knees, and Wwoz- 
lhipped him. And When they had mocked him, theytook 
the purple off him, acd put his own tlothes on him, and led 
him out to trutiſie him. And they compelled one that paſſed 


by, called Simon of Cyzene (the father of Alexander and 


Rufus) which tame ont of the field, to bear his troſſe. And 
they bꝛought him to a plate named C olgotha, (Which if a man 
interpzet, is the place of dead mens ſculs.) And they gave 
him to dꝛink, wine mingled with myꝛrhe: but he receivedit 
not. And when they had crucified him, they parted his gar- 
ments, caſting lots upon them, what every man ſhould take, 
And it was about the third hour, and they crucified him. 
And the title of his cauſe was witten, The King of the Jews. 
And they crucified with him two theevs,the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left: and the dre was 
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fulfilled, which ſaith, He was counted among the wicked. 
And they that went by, ratled on him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaying, Ah wzetch ; thou that deſtropelt the temple, and 
buildelt it again in thꝛee dayes, ſave thy ſelf, and tome down 
from the troſſe. Likewiſe alſo mocked him the high pꝛieſts 
among themſelves, with the ſcribes, and ſaid, He ſaved o⸗ 
ther men, himſelf he cannot ſave. Let Chꝛiſt the King of Il⸗ 
rael deſcend now from the croſſe,that we may ſee and beleeve. 
And they that were crucified with him checked him alſo. 
And when the ſixth hour was tome, darkneſle aroſe over all 
the earth untill the ninth hour. And at the ninth your Je⸗ 
ſus cried with a loud voice, la ping, Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani! 
which is (ik one interpꝛet it) My God, my God, why haſt thou 
foꝛſaken me: And ſome of them that ſtood by, when they 
heard that, ſaid, Behold, he calieth foꝛ Elias, And one ran 
and filled a ſpunge full of vineger, and put it on a reed, t᷑ gave 
him to dzink, laying, Let him alone, let us ſee whether Elt- 
as will come and take him down. But Jelus cried with a 
loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of the 
temple rent in two pieces, from the top to the bottome. And 
whenthe centurion (which ſtood befoze him) ſaw that he ſo 
tried, and ga ve up the ghoſt, Heſatd, Truely this man was 
the Donne of God. There were alſo women a good way 
off, beholdinghim : Among whom was Mary 5 — 
and Mary the mother of James the little, and of Joles, and 
Mary Salome (which alſo when he was in Galilee, Had 
followed him, and miniſtred unto him) and many other wo⸗ 
men which came up with him to Jeruſalem.

blood. Foz when Moſes had de- 
clared all the commandments to 
all the people, attoꝛding to the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and purple wooll, and hyſop, and 
ſpꝛinkled both the book. and all the people, laying, This is the 
blsod of the teſtament which God hath appointed unto you, 
Moꝛeover, he ſpꝛinkled the tabernacle with blood alſo, and 
all the miniltring veſſels. Andalmoſt all things are by the 
law purged with blood, and Without ſhedding of blood is 
no remiſſion. It is need then that the ſimilitudes of hea⸗ 
venly things be purified with ſuch things: but that the hea- 
benly things themſelves be purified with better ſacrifices 
then are thoſe. Foz Chyilt is not entred into the holy places 
that are made with hands (Which are limilitudes of true 
things) but is entred into very heaven, foꝛ to appear now

And the Lozd 
turned back, and looked upon Peter, and Peter remembzed 
the woꝛd of the Loꝛd, how he had ſaid unto him, Bekoze the 
cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛite: and Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. And the men that took Jeſus, mocked 
him, and ſmote him: And when they had blindfolded him, 
they ſtrook him on the fate, andaſked him, ſaying, Aread, 
who is hethatſmote thee: And many other things deſpight- 
fully ſaid they againſt him.

Pilate ſpake again 
unto them willing to let Jeſus looſe. But they cried, ſaying, 
Crucifie him, crucifiehim. He ſaid unto them the third time, 
what evill hath he done: J finde no cauſe of death in him: J 
will therefoze chaſten him, and let him go. And they cried 
with loud votces,requiringthat he might be crucified. And 
the voices of them and of the bigh pꝛieſts pzevailed. And 
Pilate gave ſentence, that it ſwonld be as they required: 
and he let looſe unto them him, that foz inſurrection and 
murder wastaſtintopuſon, whom they had deſired. And 
he delivered unto them Jeſus, to do with him wo they 
: 0 D. 
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would. And as they led him away, they caught one Simon 
of Cyꝛene coming out of the field, and on him layd they 
the croſſe, that he might bear it after Jeſus. And there 
followed him a great company of people , and of women, 
which bewailed and lamented him. But Jelus turned 
back unto them, and laid, Be daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not foz me, but weep foꝛ your ſelves, and foz your chil- 
d:en: Foꝛ behold, the dapes will tome, in the which they 
ſhall ſay, Happy are the barren , and the wombs that never 
bare, and the paps Which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall 
they begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us: and to 
the hills, Cover us. Foz if they do this ina green tree, what 
ſhall be done in the dꝛie⸗ And there were two evill doers 
led with him to be ſlain. And after that they were tome to 
the plate which is called Calvary, there they crucified him, 
and the e bill doers, one on the right hand, and the other on 
theleft. Then laid Yeſus, Father, koꝛgive them, foz they 
wot not what they do. And they parted His raiment, and 
caſtlots : And the people ſtood and beheld. And the rulers 
mocked him with them, ſaying, He ſaved other men, let 
him ſave himſelf , it he be the very Chꝛiſt the choſen of God. 
The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and came and offered him 
bineger, and ſaid, Pfthou be the king of the Jews, ſave 
thy ſelf, And a ſuperſcription was Wzitten over him with 
letters of Gꝛeek, and Latine, and HebzeW, This is the King 
ofthe Jews. And one of the evill doers which were hanged, 
railedon him, ſaying, It thou be Chꝛiſt, ſave thy ſeif and us. 
But the otheranlwered, and rebuked him, ſaying, Feareſt 
not thou God, ſeeingthou art in the ſame damnation: we 
are righteoufly puniſhed, foz we receive accozding to our 
deeds: But this man hath done nothing amiſſe. And he 
ſaid unto Jeſus, Lom remember me When thou comelt 
into thy kingdom. And Jelus ſaid unto him, Uerely 
ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be with me in paradi 
And it was about the (ixth hour: and there was a darkneſſe 
over all the earth untill the ninth hour, and the ſunne 
was darkned, and the vail of the temple did rent, even 
thozow the middes.

Firſt, becauſe that when children come to the yeers of diſcretion 
and have learned what their Godfathers and Godmothers promiſed for 
them in baptiſme, they may then themſelves with their own mouth, 
and with their own conſent, openly before the Church, ratifie and con- 
firm the ſame: and alſo promiſe that by the grace of God they will 
evermore endeavour themſelves faithfully ro obſerye and keep ſuch 
things as they by their own mouth andconfeſſion have aſſented unto. 


Secondly, for as much as Confirmation is miniſtred to them that be 
baptized , that by impoſition of hands and prayer, they may receive 
ſtrength and defence againſt all temptations to ſinne, and the aſſaults 
of the world and the devill, it is moſt meet to be miniſtred when chil. 
dren come to that age, that partly by the frailty of their owne fleſb, 
partly by the aſſaults of the worldand thedeyill, they begin to becin 


danger to fall into ſundry kindes of ſinne.

fountain of water, thzough the woꝛd, that he might make 
it unto himſelf a gloꝛious congregation , not having ſpot o2

blameleſſe. So men are bound to love their own wives, as 
their own bodies. He that loveth his own wife, loveth 
himſelf: Foꝛ never didany man hate his own fleſh,but nou⸗ 
riſheth and theriſheth it, even as the Lom doth the congre- 
gation : Foz we are members of his body, of his fleſh, and of 
his bones. Foz this cauſe ſhall a man leave father and mo⸗ 
ther, and ſhall be joyned unto his wife, and they two ſhall be 
one fleſh. This myſtery is great: but I ſpeak of Chziſt, and 
of the congregation. Mevertheleſſe, let every one of you ſo 
love his own wike, even as himſelf. 

Like wiſe the ſame Saint Paul waiting tothe Coloſſians, 
ſpeaketh thus to all men that be married, Ne men love your 
wives, and be not bitter unto them. 

Hear alſo what S. Peter the Apoſtle of Chꝛiſt, which was 
himſelf a married man, ſaith unto them that are married, 
Be huſbands, dwell with your wives accoꝛding to know⸗ 
ledge, giving honour unto the wike as unto the weaker vel⸗ 
ſell, and as heirs together of the grace of life, ſo that pour 
pꝛapers be not hindered. 

'Hitherto ye Have heard the duty of the huſband toward 
the wife. Now like wile ye wives, hear and learn your du⸗ 
ties toward pour hulbands, even as it is plainly ſet fozth in 
Holy Dcripture.

Saint Peter alſo doth inſtruct you very godly, thus ſay⸗ 
ing, Let wives be ſabject to their own huſbands, ſothatif 
any obey not the Woꝛd, they may be wonne without the 
Woꝛd, by the converſationofthe wives, while they behold 
your chaſte converſation coupled with fear. Whole apparell 
let it not be outward, with bzatded Hair, and trimming 
about with gold, either in putting on of gozgeous apparell, 
but let the hid man which is in the heart be without all coz- 
ruption, ſothat the ſpirit be milde and quiet, which is a pzect- 
aus thing in the light ol God.
